Remarks 

According to the Communication dated July 16, 2001, the Reply filed April 24, 2001 
was not fully responsive to the prior Office Action in that a specific response to the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) set forth under paragraph (10) of the Office Action was omitted. 
Applicants appreciate the Examiner's acknowledging this inadvertent admission, which is 
now submitted herein. 

As set forth in paragraph (10) of the Office Action, claims 1 1-15 were rejected under 
35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being allegedly unpatentable over Hellstrom et al. (WO 92/07466) in 
view of Robinson et al. (U.S. Patent 5,500,362), Reff et al. (J. Biol. Chem., March 29,1993) 
or Reff et al. (Blood, Jan. 15, 1994) or Anderson et al. (1991 abstract). It is the Examiner's 
opinion that the claims of the present invention would be obvious in view of this combination 
of references given that Hellstrom et al. allegedly teaches the use of chimeric antibodies in 
combination with chemotherapeutic agents for the treatment of cancer, Robinson et al. 
allegedly teaches the use of chimeric anti-CD20 antibody to treat B cell lymphoma, and that 
the Reff references and Anderson et al. allegedly disclose the specific chimeric anti-CD20
